ing to the sale of cocaine by 
retail and wholesale druggists, 
pointing out what we consid- 
ered to be a prohibition of sales of cocaine on the written pre 
scriptions of dentists and veterinarians. It seemed to us then 
that the phraseology of the law was perfectly explicit on thi 
point, and we are pleased to note that our view of the matter is 
taken by no less an authority than the Attorney-General of the 
State of New York, who was asked to construe the law by the 
Committee on Legislation of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical As 
sociation, of which Jacob Diner is chairman. The Attorney- 
General holds that dentists and veterinarians have no right to 
order cocaine on prescription, and retail pharmacists, of course, 
are positively debarred from filling prescriptions that are not 
written by regularly licensed physicians. The law, however, per- 
mits dentists and veterinarians to purchase the drug at whole- 
sale, just as was stated in our editorial comment on the subject

Ilis is but the common lot of the pharmacist. “Hard wor! 


plenty of it, and poor success,” epitomizes the history of some

success in dollars alone. Happily this is not the sole nor the 
most accurate measure of success. The pharmacist who, lik 
our correspondent, has toiled for the upbuilding of his calling, 
has labored in the cause of the general welfare, has been kindly 
and courteous and considerate to those with whom he has come 
into contact and built up a wide circle of warm friends, a circle 
reaching out even among those who know him caly by his work 
in association affairs and by correspondence, is not a failure as 
measured by the best and highest standards of success 

In his address at the opening of the Pittsburgh Institute, 
Andrew Carnegie said: “I don’t miss the money IT gave. So far 
as I know there are as many bonds in the safe deposit vaults 
as there were before.” Such giving has but little true signifi 
cance in the upbuilding of a people, of a community or of a 
calling. The material benefit is there, it is true, but it lacks that 
spiritual clement which goes with the personal sacrifice, by men 
in humbler circumstances, who give their time, their thought 
and their labor for the promotion of the general welfare without 
hope of return or even of recognition 

Many pharmacists in the United States have done more pro 
portionately for the community in which they live and for the 
calling which they follow than did Andrew Carnegie in the pre 
sentation of his $10,000,000 institute. Some of these may, like 
our correspondent, feel discouraged from time to time, may be 
inclined to sum up their pharmaceutical career in the same terse 
and pathetic manner.

EVER before in the history of our country have the finan 
cial institutions of this city been subjected to a more crucial 
test than that undergone during the past month.

subject by us with the result of learning that the Department 


never contemplated the prosecution of pharmacists who sold 
such preparations otherwise than on the prescription of a physi 
cian. In order to allay any excitement regarding interferenc: 
by the Health Department officials with the sale of simple hous. 
hold remedies containing a small proportion of opium it may be 
stated here that there is no ordinance in the Sanitary Code ot 
the Department prohibiting the sale by druggists of opium or 
preparations of opium, except upon the written prescription of a 
physician. The sale of such compounds is governed by a pro 
vision of the pharmacy law placing “opium and its preparations, 
except paregoric and such others as contain less than two grains 
of opium to the ounce” in Schedule A of the section relating to

must always be obtained before one may engage in business or 
be qualified as an assistant, so that the board virtually becomes 
the court of last resort; hence the importance of board examina 
tion questions, for these are usually the sole test of a candi- 
date’s fitness. :

Declarations on Circulars and Pamphlet Literature under 
the Food and Drugs Act.—G. writes: “We understand it to 
be the requirement of the United States Department of Agricul 
ture that the alcoholic content of a pharmaceutical preparation 
must appear upon the wrapper around the bottle, as well as on 
the label pasted upon said bottle. We do not know, however, 
whether it is also a requirement of the department that said alco- 
holic content must also be stated in any circular or pamphlet lit 
erature which may be wrapped around the bottle. We trust you 
may be able to inform us definitely upon the latter point.” 

We fail to find in the text of the law itself or in any of the 
rulings of the Food and Drugs Commission any order governing 
the declaration of the content of alcohol on circular or pamphlet 
literature which may be wrapped around the containers of medi 
cine. As regards the declaration of alcohol content on labels, the 
law is quite specific. Section 8, which pertains to this, reads: 
‘An article shall also be deemed misbranded if the pack 
age fail to bear a statement on the label of the quantity or pro 
portion of any alcohol contained therein.” ‘There is a 
reference to the subject in regulation 28 of the Food and Drugs 
Commisséon, in which alcohol is defined to mean common ethyl 
alcohol, no other kind of alcohol being permitted to be used in the 
preparation of medicines. Paragraph C of this regulation is practi- 
cally a repetition of Section8 of the act, and it specifies the label of 
the container as the place in which the alcoholic content must be 
declared. Inquiry was made of the Department of Agriculture 
shortly after the law went into effect on the very question sub 
mitted by our querist in the following terms: 

“Does a circular or booklet wrapped around a bottle, which is 
contained in a carton and the Whole wrapped and sealed, require 
to have the percentage of alcohol, ete., printed upon it (the cir- 
cular) ?” 

In reply to this Dr. Hl. W. Wiley, who is the chairman of the 
commission for the formulation of rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of the act, replied somewhat ambiguously as follows: 

“T think every carton, wrapper or package, if it have any label 
at all, must bear the words required by Congress.” 

It will be noted that Doctor Wiley speaks of a “label” con- 
tained on the carton, wrapper or package. It would seem, there- 
fore, that, if the literature surrounding the bottle or package does 
not bear a label, no declaration of alcohol content need be made 
on such literature. But the question of what constitutes a “label” 
has not yet been settled. We do not think it was contemplated 
by those who framed the law to compel the manufacturers of 
pharmaceutical preparations to repeat the alcoholic content of a 
given preparation in any literature issued separately from the 
principal labels contained on the bottle and outer wrapper of the 
package

PROPAGANDA WORK DISCUSSED BY AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION, 


Kings County as a Model—Cost of Detail Work Among Physi- 
cians—The Silicates in Pharmacy—Value of Asbestos as Fil- 
tering Medium. 


The November meeting of the New York Branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, which was held at the 
New York College of Pharmacy, was opened with an address on 
the Silicates in Pharmacy, by Prof. H. J. Lohmann, of Jersey 
City, whose remarks were illustrated by numerous specimens of 
the different types of silicates. The first specimen shown was 
the pure silicic oxide in the form of monoclinine prisms which 
is known as Chinese Crystal and specimens of which are brought 
to this country by the Chinese, who use them as ornaments. 
Professor Lohmann reviewed the various. silicates, which are 
of so much commercial and technical importance, describing their 
general characteristics, their chemical constitution and their uses. 
\mong the substances referred to and exhibited were red and 
blue yvranite, calcium silicates colored with ferric and ferrous 
salts respectively; jade, asbestos and tale, three different com 
binations of calcium, silicon, and magnesium; kaolin, aluminum, 
silicate; mica (silicate of aluminum, iron and magnesium) ; and 
the jewels, garnet, sapphire, ruby, emerald, beryl, ete. Profes 
sor Lohmann spoke of the valuable qualities of asbestos as a fil 
tering medium and said that he was carrying on experiments now 
with a view to further popularizing the use of this agent. At 
the conclusion of the address a rising vote of thanks was ten 
dered Professor Lohmann for the interesting nature of his 
address. 

Che president, Dr. W. C. Alpers, had been prevented from 
being present by a painful neuralgic affection, and for that rea 
son Dr. Ewen MelIntyre presided and the paper which Dr, Alpers 
had prepared with a view to opening a discussion on Profes 
sionalism vs. Commercialism in) Pharmacy could not be pre 
sented. A committee had been appointed on U.S. P. and N. F 
Propaganda, but it had been deemed best for this committee to 
defer its report until after a discussion by the branch. Dr. Muir 
was asked to open this, using as the base of the remarks a 
description of the methods being used in Kings County, which 
was the birthplace, in fact, of the National Formulary, as this 
work came into being as a result of the work done on the New 
York and Brooklyn Formulary. 


How They Do It in Brooklyn. 

The plan pursued was described by Doctor Muir substan 
tially as follows: <A physician in good standing, who is a mem 
ber of the Kings County Medical Society, was engaged at a 
moderate salary to do the detail work, devoting only a certain 
proportion of his time to it. Under the arrangements made 
with this physician he is to make a certain average number of 
calls per week on physicians, is to call on all the druggists in 
the territory in which he happens to be working, explain to the 
druggist the character of this work, ascertain whether the drug- 
gist is or is not a member of the Kings County Society and if 
he is not a member endeavor to secure his application for mem 
bership. In addition to his weekly salary, the canvasser is given 
$2, the initiation fee of all members whose application he se 
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cures. The physician carries with him a set of five samples 
consisting of two ounces each of four liquid preparations and 
half an ounce of an ointment. The physician presents to each 
doctor whom he calls on one of each of the samples, describes 
the work which is being done by the society, urges the physi 
clan to co-operate in this work, gives the doctor a copy of an 
address on The Physician and the Pharmacist, which had been 
read before the Kings County Medical Society by Prof. William 
C. Anderson, a circular letter from the’ society, and it he be 
trays any interest whatever in the work, presents with a copy 
of the Physician’s Manual of the Pharmacopesia and the Na 
tional Formulary, published by the American Medical Associa 
tion, The physician then calls on the pharmacists in the neigh 
borhood, exhibits the samples, gives the list of the preparations 
which he has been taking up specially, and thus gives the phar 
acist an opportunity to prepare these particular N. I. prepara 
tions in case he should receive prescriptions from any of the physt 


cians who have been called upon. 


Pharmacists at Fault. 


Doctor Muir said, “The principal difficulty is with the pharma 
cist himself. After we have taken the trouble to get the doctor 
to prescribe N. I. preparations we have had pharmacists tele 
phone to the subseriber asking whether he might not substitute 
some proprietary preparation for the particular N. Tl. preparation 
called for!” Physicians who had ordered the liquor antisepticus 
alkalinus of the National Formulary found the liquor antisepticus 
of the Pharmacope@ia had been dispensed instead. Doctor Mun 
said that the druggists of a certain type showed a_ tendency 
to fall into the dangerous error of buying factory-made N. | 
preparations. The result of this would be that druggists would 
merely have to add another set of preparations to their stock

as to cover all of the popular makes. The manuals cost 35 


cents each in small lots, or as he had recently learned, 20 cents 
in lots of 1,000, Even at 35 cents each for the manuals the 
total cost of the work including the salary of the canvasser was 
about $1 for each physician interviewed 

Dr. Joseph Weinstein said that the druggists were really not 
prepared to reap the full benefits of this propaganda. ‘This wa 
an evil which should be corrected, tle had known of a case 
where a druggist did not understand what the initials N. | 
meant, in fact asked what maker they stood for. He differed 
with Doctor Muir regarding the purchase of N. F. preparations 
from pharmaceutical manufacturers. Many of the pharmacist 
were not equipped to manufacture some of the preparations of 
the National Formulary, “beef, wine and iron,” for instance re 
quired the use of a still which but few pharmacists possessed 
He thought it much better for the pharmacist to buy the prepa 
rations of the National Formulary than not to have them at all 
Ile believed that every effort should be made to discourage the 
purchase of ready-made preparations, but if the pharmacist could 
not make them himself it would be better+for him to purchase 
them than to do without 

Professor Lohmann did not think that anv druewist should buy 
anything outside of his store that could be made in it Cc. & 
Bigelow supported the view taken by Doctor Weinstein 


Make Them Yourself. 


J. C. Gallagher vigorously opposed the suggestion that drug 
gists should buy N. I. preparations. He said that in the store 
in which he had been trained the facet that every article which 
possibly could be made in the store was prepared there, had been 
a source of pride. In his own business he made it a rule that 
everything possible should be made rather than bought. When 
clerks came to him who had been accustomed to buying all sorts 
of things they objected to doing this pharmaceutical work, but 
they soon caught the spirit and would bring him specimens of 
preparations which they had made, displaying a pardonable pride 
in their excellence. He said that the Jersey City pharmacists 
had arranged for a joint meeting with the County Medical So 
ciety, which he was confident would bring about good results

Warning Issued to Ohio Druggists—Obsolete Formulas Used—Lime 
Water Tablets Condemned—List of Alcoholic Proprietaries. 
Ohio, October 24——Hon. Renick W. Dunlap, Dairy 
and Food Commissioner, has today issued a warning to druggists 
enforcement of the Stat

I deem it advisable at this time to direct your attention to thx 
following matters: 
USE OF OBSOLETE FORMULAS. 
The results of numerous analyses of samples of tinctures of 
iodine and spirits of camphor taken up by this department indi 
cate that many druggists are using formulas which are no longer 


official. Your attention is called to the fact that the Eighth De 
cennial Revision of the U. S. Pharmacopeeia, which became offi 
cial September 1, 1905, is the edition op ig oe by the law and 


that all drugs and medicines sold under or by a pharmaceutical 
name or title must conform to the vot So A of this revision 
The edition of the National Formulary at present official is the 
Third Revised Edition. Druggists and manufacturers who are 
not already provided with the latest editions of the U. S. Phar 
macopeia and National Formulary should immediately procure 
them, and conform to their requirements in the future. 
MISTAKES IN TRANSLATING FORMULAS. 

Several cases have come to light where mistakes have been 
made in tr: insposing formulas given in metric weights and meas 
ures into apothecary’s weights and measures, with the result that 
the preparations thus made were not up to the standard. The 
possession of an inexpensive set of metric weights and measures 
would remove this source of error. 


LIME WATER FROM TABLETS. 

The examination of a number of samples of lime water pre 
pared from tablets indicates that lime water so prepared generally 
does not correspond to the requirements of the Pharmacopcvia 
The pharmacopeeial process should therefore be exclusively 
followed. 

TINCTURE OF NU 

Samples of tincture of nux vomica have been taken 
have been found to be materially deficient in alkaloid. Inquiry 
into the origin of such samples has generally revealed the fact 
that they had been prepared from a fluid extract, or from an in 
ferior quality of solid extract. This important tincture should be 
prepared from the official solid extract of full alkaloid strength

PROPRIETARY MEDICINES AND BEVERAGES CONTAINING ALCOHOL. 

Proprietary medicines and beverages which contain alcohol in 
sufficient proportion to render them intoxicating, and do not con 
tain a sufficient proportion of medicinal agents to prevent their 
being used as intoxicants, are deemed to be intoxicating liquors 
within the meaning of the law. 

The sale of such preparations, except for medicinal purposes 
upon the written prescription of a regular physician engaged 
in the practice of medicine, renders the seller liable to the pay 
ment of the Aikin liquor tax, and to all other restrictions placed 
by the laws of Ohio upon the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Beers, ales and porters, spirituous or vinous liquors, whether 
sold under their true names or under other names used as a dis 
guise, should be sold in the manner prescribed by law. 

Evidence received by this department indicates that the fol- 
lowing preparations come within the class of intoxicating liquors 
as above defined, to wit: 

Duffy’s Malt Whiskey, Pabst Malt and Hops, “Swankey,” 
Hard Cider, or cider artificially fortified by addition of alcohol; 
Rye Phosphate, Prima Tonic, Hop Tonic, Ideal Tonic, “Bever- 
age,” “Rikk,” Schlitz Malt Extract, “Ritz.” 

Other preparations will be added to the above list when evi- 
dence is obtained sufficient to show that they should be classed as 
intoxicating liquors.

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The Caswell-Massey Company Bankrupt. 


Bankruptcy proceedings have been instituted against the Cas- 
well-Massey Company, druggists, at Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
fifth street, with branch stores at Broadway and Thirty-first 
street, Broadway and Vesey street, under the Astor [louse; 
Broadway and 106th street, 125th street and Madison avenue and 
257 Sixth avenue, and laboratory at 36 West Twenty-fourth 
street. 

Judge Holt, in the United States District Court, appointed 
Horace E. Deming, a lawyer, receiver, fixing his bond at $100,000. 
The petition in bankruptcy was filed by James Cochran, attorney 
for these creditors: National Cigar Stands Company, $8,085; 
Frank M. Prindle & Co., $291, and George E. Voorhees, $2. It 
was alleged that the company is insolvent and on November 2 
admitted its inability to pay its debts. Attached to the petition is 
a statement of John J. Mcléntee, secretary, that the treasurer 
submitted a report of the financial condition of the company to 
the directors showing liabilities $244,000 and assets $216,000. 
$216,000. The directors thereupon adopted a resolution that the 
company is insolvent and is willing to be adjudged bankrupt. 


H. H. Hay & Sons, of Portland, Burned Out. 


Portland, Me., November 12.—Early this morning fire was dis- 
covered in the store of H. H. Hay & Sons, Free and Middle 
streets. The fire burned nearly seven hours and gave the fire- 
men much trouble because of frequent explosions. The lower 
floor and basement were flooded by order of the firemen to keep 
the blaze from the inflammable material stored there. That the 
flames did not spread was due to the energetic work of the fire- 
men. The firm had a stock valued at $60,000 and it is estimated 
that the loss will be over $50,000. There is an insurance of about 
$40,000 in stock and fixtures. Soon after the fire was extin- 
guished the firm had found temporary quarters. The Hay store 
dates from 1841, and has been one of the most successful and 
widely known retail stores in all New England. 


A. D. S. Holds Its Second Annual Meeting. 


Members and stockholders of the American Druggists’ Syn 
dicate from all parts of the country were in New York week 
before last in attendance on the second annual meeting of the 
organization. The meeting was addressed by George Ramsey, 
president of the syndicate, who reported that the business during 
the last fiscal year had been unprecedentedly good. C. H. God- 
dard, secretary, reported that the syndicate’s membership had 
increased almost 100 per cent. during the last fiscal year, and 
that the company’s sales had increased 400 per cent. He stated 
that there were almost 1,009 members in the syndicate on the 
Pacific Coast alone. In conclusion, Mr. Goddard said that the 
syndicate’s trial balance showed a net profit for the year amount- 
ing to $85,000. The secretary advocated the establishment of 
idditional branch distributing depots throughout the country, 
and the formation of A. D. S. clubs. These ee a he 
added, would require $50,000 of additional cash, which, he said, 
could be secured by the sale of more capital stock. He  . 
recommended that such additional stock be sold with the un 
derstanding that the price of the stock shall be raised to $50 a 
share after February 1.

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War Department Revokes Coca Cola Order. 


On June 17, 1907, the War Department issued instructions that 
the sale of Coca Cola by Army post exchanges be discontinued. 
The manufacturers having asked for a repeal of this order, the 
papers in the case were submitted by the Department to the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army, upon whose advice the 
instructions have been formally revoked by the Adjutant General. 
The recommendation of the Judge Advocate General, George B. 
Davis, reads as follows: 

The only legal prohibition in respect to the sale of beverages 
at the military posts, or at places within the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the United States, is that embodied in the act of February 2, 
ae which provides that: 

Mhe sale of or dealing in beer, wine, or any intoxicating 
liquors by any person in any post exchange or canteen or army 
transport, or upon any premises used for military purposes by the 
United States is hereby prohibited.” Sec. 38, Act of February 2, 
tgor (31 Stat. L., 758.) 

The sale of the syrup or beverage known as Coca Cola was 
prohibited upon the representation that it contained 2 percent. of 
alcohol; incidentally, the presence of other harmful ingredients 
in small quantities was reported, but the prohibition was largely 
based upon the presence of alcohol in the quantity above noted. 

The substance has been submitted to and examined by the 
chief of the Bureau of Chemistry of the Agricultural Department, 
from whose report it appears that the beverage contains no ap- 
preciable quantity of alcohol. It also contains no cocaine, and 
but a small quantity of caffeine. The result of the investigation 
has therefore been to show that the original order of exclusion 
was based upon data in respect to the presence of alcohol which, 
upon a thorough chemical examination, are found not to exist to 
the extent supposed when the matter was first submitted to the 
Secretary of War for administrative action. As the legal reason 
for the establishment and enforcement of the prohibition no 
longer exists, it is recommended that the order of exclusion be 
revoked. 

As stated above, the order has been formally revoked. 


Mammoth Counterfeit in Drug Labels Discovered. 

On October 28, Matt A. Larkin, of Fifth and Market streets, 
San Francisco, was arrested on the charge of counterfeiting the 
Castoria labels of the Charles H. Fletcher Company and the trade- 
mark used for the Stuart Dyspepsia Tablets. The charge is made 
that Larkin was the leading operator in a scheme for selling imi- 
tations of various well-known patent medicines. The printed 
matter was prepared in San Francisco, but after the earthquake 
the printers there were unable to carry out their part of the 
scheme and the contract was let to a company in Hildersheim, 
Germany. ‘The suspicions of the Charles H. Fletcher Company 
having been aroused, detectives *were called in and the spurious 
labels traced to Larkin himself. It is said that action will be 
takefl against the men on the Atlantic seaboard who are impli- 
cated in the scheme. Larkin gained some notoriety several 
months ago when he was called as a witness before the grand 
jury, the charge having been made that he had been a party to 
an arrangement by which former Mayor Schmitz had profited by 
the sale and use of slot machines in San Francisco. 


Seeks Larger Appropriation for Substations. 

Convinced that they can secure from the national Congress 
a much needed increase in the minimum appropriation for post- 
office substations throughout the country by showing that their 
request is backed by a large body of superintendents, several 
leading pharmacists in New York City and Baltimore have 
recently organized the National Association of Superintendents 
of Post-Office Contract Stations, which hopes to effect this 
desirable legislation within the next few weeks. W. L. Mont- 
gomery, of 219 Tenth avenue, New York City, has been chosen 
president of the new association; M. S. Kahn, of Baltimore, 
vice-president; Jacob Diner, of 320 St. Nicholas avenue, secre- 
tary, and W. H. Porr, of 1734 Amsterdam avenue, treasurer. 

The dues of the association are $3 a year and are to be 
used in defraying the expenses of the executive committee, 
which will make the trip to Washington and use its influence 
in an effort to raise the minimum appropriation for substation

German Apothecaries’ Society Takes the Lead in a Step Long Ad- 
vocated by the ‘‘ American Druggist.”’ 

In line with what has been repeatedly advocated in the col-

plan for a proposed amalgamation of the pharmaceutical associa- 
tions of Greater New York. The idea was favorably received, 
and Mr, Goetting’s remarks in advocacy of his plan were greeted 
with applause, The outline of the plan is as follows: 

That a delegate body be organized to be known as the “Allied 
Pharmaceutical Societies of the City of New York,” which shall 
hold meetings quarterly or as much oftener as may be deemed 
advisable; that each of the existing societies in the city. shall 
elect two delegates to the consolidated body, such delegates not 
to be officials of their respective societies but active members; 
that these delegates shall organize by electing a president and 
secretary, the former to have a vote only in case of a tie, and 
that two delegates be selected as a legislative committee to look 
after the interests of New York pharmacists in Albany and 
Washington; all the expenses of the delegates and of the legisla 
tive committee to be shared by the constituent societies; that the 
amalgamated society be endowed with full powers to act in all 
cases in which the general welfare of metropolitan druggists 
shall be involved, but that no action shall be binding unless each 
constituent society is represented either in the person of one of 
its delegates or by proxy 

Mr. Goetting recommended as the first step toward the or 
ganization of a society representing the retail drug trade of the 
city that every registered pharmacist and assistant should be 
secured either as a member of one of the existing societies o1 


of an additional society to be organized, each druggist being

President Lee Presents Gavel—Professor Remington Addresses the 
Ladies—-Business Good—Drug Club Prosperous 
Cocaine Sales Must Be Checked.

Philadelphia, November 20.—Although the general feeling 
about business is that there will be a reaction, as yet the drug 
trade in this city has not had any setback. Mahlon N. Kline, 
the president of the largest wholesale drug house in this city, 
said to the correspondent of the AMERICAN Druccist that he was 
very much surprised over the amount of business his house was 
doing. He is of the opinion that business in the drug trade will 
continue to be good until the beginning of next year, As re 
gards collections, they are better than expected. “In fact,” said 
Mr, Kline, “I am greatly surprised over the manner in’ which 
the drug business continues to keep up. Orders are larger than 
ever and the most surprising thing is that there has been no 
falling off in collections. While everybody is talking about the 
curtailment of business and the inability to make collections, we 
are having no trouble.” 

Although the Philadelphia Wholesale Drug Company has 
two more years to run before the charter expires, plans are now 
heing made for increasing the capital, which will probably be 
doubled. Nearly all the new stock will be taken by the present 
members. It is the intention, however, to let some who are not 
now members participate in the subscription for new stock and 
in this way increase the membership and the usefulness of the 
company. 


Police and Pharmacy Board Working in Harmony to Check 
Cocaine Sales. 

The local police authorities are keeping after the venders of 
cocaine. During the last week a careful watch has been kept on 
the frequenters of what is known as the “Tenderloin” of Phila- 
delphia, and several arrests were ‘made. Director of Public 
Safety Clay is determined to put a stop to the easy manner in 
which this drug can be secured. The druggists who have been 
selling this stuff to the users have been warned, and it is be 
lieved that all the cocaine that is sold, outside of physicians’ 
prescriptions, comes from points outside of the city. The police 
are now working on the information obtained from a prisoner, 
and it is thought an important arrest will soon be made. ‘The 
Pure Food and Drug law is also being watched by the police 
authorities, as well as by the members of the Pennsylvania State 
Pharmaceutical Association. These two bodies are working in 
harmony.
